Imagine  that 
you  attend  a performance  of  a Shakespearean  play  in  the  Globe  Theatre. 

Write  a composition  in  the  style  of  a journal  entry  recording  your  impressions  of  your  visit  to 
the  Globe.  Be  sure  to  revise  and  edit  your  composition  before  producing  the  pohshed  copy. 

Here  are  some  ideas  to  help  you  with  this  assignment: 

• How  does  the  Globe  look?  (Think  about  the  exterior  and  interior.) 

• What  do  you  see  on  stage?  (Think  about  the  appearance  of  the  stage  and  the  way  it’s 
used  during  the  performance.  Also,  consider  the  hghting,  sound  effects,  sets, 
backdrops,  and  props.) 

• What  do  you  notice  about  the  actors? 

• What’s  your  impression  of  the  other  people  in  the  audience?
